Charlotte, N. C., August 16.—(/)—

buildings destroyed, bridges and high- 
ways washed out and extensive prop- 
erty damage in many sections.

POLITICAL FORUM 


Office Seekers Speak 
From Same Platform at 
Augusta Meeting; Plans 
Are Outlined.

Augusta, Ga., August 16.—Georgia’s 
first political “open forum,” with all 
candidates for state offices invited to 
attend and discuss issues in their races, 
was held here today under the auspices 
of the junior chamber of commerce and 
proved to be singularly free from po- 
litical fireworks of all kinds and 
brought several of the candidates face 
to face on the platform who were in 
high good humor rather than in a state 
of political bitterness. 

State Senator E. D. Rivers was the 
only candidate for governor to speak 
and his address was the outstanding 
feature of the meeting. Dr. M. L. Dug- 
gan, capcidate for reelectior. as state 
superintendent of edueation; Judge 
Roscoe Luke, can‘.date for reelection 
on the court of appeals bench, and 


Kugene Talmadge, candidate for re- 
election as commissioner of agricul- 
ture, were speakers at the session held 
preceeding a barbecue dinner. 

Candidates were greeted by a fairly 
large crowd which would have been 
larger had not heavy rains and floods 
made it impossible for farmers to get 
to Augusta to hear the speeches. 

T. F. Bennett, president of the 
junior chamber of commerce, presided 
at the meeting. He said the open 
forum idea had grown to tremendous 
proportions since it was first advanced 
and that the meeting today was far 
greater than the organization had ex- 
pected when it was first decided to 
hold such an event. His associates 
who worked to make the meeting a 
snecess were A. L. Beard, secretary of 
his organization, and T. E. Merritt, 
according to Mr. Bennett. He read 
telegrams expressing regret over fail- 
ure to be present sent by Walter R. 
McDonald, candidate for a place on 
the public service commission and D. 
T. Bowers, candidate for secretary of 
state. 

Commissioner Talmadge, in his 
speech, bitterly attacked the record 
of his opponent, declaring that he had 
worked and lobbied against the ferti- 
lizer inspertion bill and the free 
school book bill as a legislator and 
charging that his present candidacy 
was “inspired by the discredited ma- 
chine which formerly controlled the 
agricultural department.” 

Mr. Talmadge also outlined his poli- 
cies during his administration of the 
department, declaring that there were 
now no employees who held their jobs 
for political reasons and that the de- 
partment was being run for much less 
money than during the previous ad- 
ministration. 

Senator Rivers outlined his plat- 
form as governor and compared his

The 
women wefe passengers in a car driv- 
en by F. H. Walker, husband of the 
younger woman, which collided with 
one driven by G. G. Noble, 749 
Peachtree street, at the intersection 
of Peachtree and Seventeenth streets. 

According to police reports, Walker 
was driving Suth on Peachtree street. 
At the Seventeenth street intersec- 
tion his car was struck by Noble's. 
The car, a sedan, was turned over 
and badly wrecked. Mrs. Garbutt, 
who was riding in the rear seat, was 
thrown through the glass window, 
receiving such severe cuts and in- 
ternal injuries that she died shortly 
after being rushed to the Davis-

Greater Rockford Lands 
in Ontario on First Leg 
of Flight to Sweden; 
Will Pause in Iceland. 


Cochrane, Ontario, August 16.—%#) 
The monoplane Greater Rockford, 
flying from Rockford; Ill.. to Stock- 
holm, Sweden, finished the first leg 
of ii . journey at this northern On- 
tario town at 2:40 o'clock this after- 
noon (eastern standard time), mak- 
ing the 800-mile hop from the Ameri- 
can city in seven hours. 

Favored by fine weather, Bert Has- 
sell and his co-pilot, Parker Cramer, 
brought the ship to a perfect: landing 
on an improvised runway. If the 
weather continues good they plan to 
take off at dawn tomorrow on the 
next lap, a flight of about 1,600 miles 
to Mt. Evans, Greenland. One other 
intermediate hop, from Mt. Evans to 
Reiykjavik, Iceland, is on their itin- 
erary. They hope to make Stockholm 
from Reiykjavik in a final jump. 

For hours the population of Coch- 
rane had awaited the arrival of the 
Greater Rockford. As the sister sbip 
of the Pride of Detroit in which Wil- 
liam Brock and Edward F. Schlee 
flew the Atlantic a year ago, came 
in sight out of the southwest _ the 
crowd cheered lustily. The plane cir- 
cled the town before landing. 

The aviators said the first 300 
miles of their flight were favored by 
ideal weather, but that for the last 
300 miles the course lay through: tlie 
edges of .storms. thunderstorm, 
when they arrived here, did not in- 
terfere with their landing. 

They expected to take off early 
tomorrow if gasoline on the way. from

Validity of a number of indictments 
obtained in Georgia against bank of- 
ficers for fraudulent’ insolvency are 
said to_hinge on the outcome of an 
appeal filed by. attorneys for W..

In the demurrer it was contended 
that Manley was indicted on the. as- 
sumption that he, as aber oe gh ae the 
institution, was aware that. was 
fraudulently insolvent, and ‘hae state 
banking laws holding the executive 
responsibdle on this ground were con- 
trary to the constitution of the United 
States.

INJUREDPOLICEMAN 
HOLDS TO PRISONER 


Both Victims Are in Seri- 
ous Condition; Shooting 
Occurs Under Washing- 
ton Street Viaduct. 


Hunted by police of Atlanta and 
other cities for weeks without suc- 
cess, Fred Fair, 29, who is charged 
with abducting Mrs. W. O. Heath 
from her home at 5041-2 Marietta 
street, taking her to Lakeland, Fla., 
and holding her prisoner there for ten 
days, late Thursday afternoon return- 
ed to the spotlight when he appeared 
suddenly by the side of an automobile 
parked under the Washington street 
viaduct, in which Mrs. Heath was 
sitting, shot down her brother, EB. L. 
Griffin, 31, of Pryor road, Lakewood 
Heights, and then wounded Patrol- 
man J, E. McDaniel, who barred his 
way to escape, Despite his injury, the 
officer held on to his prisoner and 
sent him to police station. 

Griffin and McDaniel are in Grady 
hospital, where their conditions are 
declared serious, and Fair is being 
held without bond on a blanket charge 
of “disorderly conduct.” In addition, 
there afte other charges for the prison- 
er to meet. He faces two grand jury 
indictments, one charging kidnaping 
and the other pointing a pistol. at an- 
other. At Fulton county tower, it 
was stated that there are three peace 
warrants out against him, these war- 
rants having been sworn out by W. 
O. Heath, J. R. Griffin and FE. L. 


Griffin. Heath is the estranged hus- 
band of the woman who charges she 
was kidnaped, and J. R. Griffin is 
her cousin. 

The shooting Thursday recalls the 
recent attack on John Zink in front 
of his home on Capitol avenue, in 
which Heath and the two Griffins 
teok part. Surrendering at police 
station, they claimed that they had 
intended to shoot Fair and that Zink 
was the victim of an accident. 

Stories of the shooting of Griffin 
by Fair conflict in an number of 
points, but all parties agree that the 
assailant appeared suddenly just as 
the Griffin party had entered their 
parked car under the viaduct. In the 
machine were Mr. and Mrs. Griffin. 
Mrs. Heath and her daughter, Miss 
Myrtle Heath, 15, and Grady Mce- 
Kenzie, 19. 

Fair appeared on the right side of 
the automobile by the rear side with 
a pistol in his hand, which he leveled 
at Griffin, who was at the wheel, 
according to the police. 

Mrs. Heath was one of the first to

Newark-Elizabeth Airport, August 
16.—Day after tomorrow I make my 
first solo flight. ‘Today I was tak- 
en on a cross-country flight, my first 
one. : 

After hours of rising from an air- 
drome and then landing on the same 
spot, to start off on a 15-mile trip 
across the country hunting for a small 
emergency landing field, which has 
been designated on a map, seems quite 
an adventure. 

The instructor rode in the front 
cockpit to check me and correct any 
mistake I made in handling the con- 
trols or finding.my route. Otherwise 
I had the whole job to do myself. 

We took off from the Newark-Eliz- 
abeth airport. I flew over the city of 
Elizabeth, picking out for a guide a 
main street, which pointed in the di- 
rection of the little landing field I 
was seeking. 


As I flew above this street at an 
altitude of. 3,000 feet, I had difficul- 
ty in keeping my course because of 
a side wind. Only a minute or two 
of paying more attention to my lat- 
eral balance than the _ direction of 
flight and I would find myself blown 
clear out of the way. 

I finally had to put the plane di- 
rectly over the street and then point 
it a few degrees into the wind in or- 
der to keep it flying in the right di- 
rection. 

More Confident in Open. 

Passing over Elizabeth, we came to 
a farming district. I immediately felt 
the soothing effect of the green col- 
oring in the trees and fields. 

After the dead grass of the oily 
swamps near our home field and the 
smoke and blackness of the factories 
and railroad yards about it,. the con- 
trast was pleasing. 


Maybe the fact that I could see an 


occasional possible landing spot in the 
pleasant countryside had something 
to do with that soothing, pleasing ef- 
fect ! 

I passed over two small towns. Fol- 
lowing another railroad track and a 
road from my map, I found the gen- 
eral location of the landing field we 
were headed for. The instructor, who 
had been there before, then pointed it 
out to me, 

I made my landing, coming in at a 
steep angle diagonally across a row of 
trees, which lined the road beside the 
field. I got down with only two or

three ‘bounces, which were due partly 
to roughness in the field. 

After a few minutes, I was told 
to take-off, fly in a circle about two 


‘miles in ‘diaméter, find the field again 


and land without having it pointed 
out. 

The air was so bumpy and I was 
flying so low I had considerable trou- 
ble keeping on an even keel. It made 
me slightly nervous. I did not keep 
my sense of direction exactly and was 
not sure when the circle was com- 
pleted. 

But recognizing the shape of my 
landing field—a long triangle with a 
tree-lined road down one.side and a 
railroad track and wire on the other 
—I pushed the stick over, throttled 
the motor slighty and started down. 
The field looked terribly small, not 
much larger than a dime. ; 

“But all fields look small from the 
air,” I thought. “I guess I can 
make it. Here goes.” 

About three hundred feet up the 
field still looked small. Then the 
instructor took the stick away from 
me and pulled us up. 

Field But Too Small. 

“What are you coming down here 

eb he asked through the speaking 
tube. 
I blinked through my goggles as we 
were flying over the place I had been 
trying to land. It was the same 
shape as the right field, only it was 
about one-tenth the size! 

A row of small saplings bad been 
set out along a little lane. . The rail- 
road track was at the other side all 
right, but the right landing field was 
half a mile away. 

After this landing, the. instructor 
took the plane off for me, flew about 
for ten minutes, making several turns 
and half turns and then gave me' the 
stick to take the plane back to our 
port. 

Spotting a talh.building in Newark, 
I had no trouble’in lining myself up 
by it, even though he had aimed me 
in the wrong direction and in a few 
minutes was rolling back on the home 
field, making the best lariding I had 
done yet. 

Tomorrow I .will get a few more 
landings and will be made to go 
through the few. simple maneuvers I 
now Know as a final preparation for 
my solo flight. 


HARDMAN ASKED 
TO STUDY PHOTO 
IN DEATH PENALTY 


Savannah, Ga., August 16.—(4)— 
Phrenology has been introduced into 
the fight to save George Fickling, 
Savannah negro, from the _ electric 
chair at. Milledgeville, to which he 
has been thrice sentenced for the mur- 
der last ‘year of John Strickland, his 
brother-in-law. 

Attorneys for Fickling have writ- 
ten to Governor Hardman, asking 
him to study a picture of the defend- 
ant and apply thereto the governor's 
knowledge of phrenology with a 
view to determine whether or not 
Fickling has the features or charac- 
— of a degenerate or a crimi- 
nal. 

Fickling was first sentenced to 
death following his conviction by a 
jury in superior court here. The case 
was appealed to the supreme court, 
which upheld the lower tribunal, and 
Fickling was resentenced. Next steps 
of defense attorneys were to take an 
appeal to the prison commission and 
the governor, and the prisoner again 
was sentenced to death in the elec- 


trie chair when these avenues failed. 


On the. last time the date of execu- 
tion was set for August 3, but a 
delay was obtained on August 1 and 
the case is now before the state su- 
reme court on a bill of exceptions 
iled when Judge Davis Freeman re- 
cently in city court here refused to 
grant the defendant a writ of habeas 
corpus.

and railways.

Attacks Cameraman.

He was frustrated by 
policemen and coast guardsmen stand- 
ing nearby and was sent back aboard 
the cutter. : 

The newspapermen got other fic- 
tures and were leaving when Fatt, who 
had secured permission to go to the 
telephone and call his wife, came trail- 
ing along with a coast guardsman &s 
companion. Fatt started abusing the 
photographer and again threatened to 
“wring his neck.” 

Completing his telephone conversa- 
tion, Fatt started back to the coast 
‘guard cutter. Another photographer 
'stepped out and snapped a picture of 
‘the airplane pilot. 

“Got it, did you?” asked Fatt, laugh- 
| ing. 
| “¥en.” responded the photographer. 

“That's good work,” said’ Fatt, still 
smiling. ‘Then with an oath he lurch- 
ed ferward seizing the camera with 
one hand and striking the cameraman 
in the face with the other. They 
went. down on the hard concrete. 

Police and coast guardsmen had 
been taken unawares by the sudden 
attack, and the irate pilot had torn 
the top from the camera before they 
overpowered him, placed him in irons 
and returned him to the ship, cursing 
| as he went. 
| But the miracle of it was that the 
pictures were good. 

Fatt got in a better humor later 
in the day and was released. He talked 
to Johnny Green, local pilot, and 
told him details of the accident, but 
he remained firm in his refusal to. talk

Fatt, Alphonse and Leuteritz, the

Washington, August 16.—(Special) 
Now that Candidate Hoover has 
broadcasted his persuasive “Mother; 
Home and Heaven” speech to the ra- 
dio listeners of the U. 8.:A. and the 
universe, we dre all spotting close-up 
seats before the loud speakers to hear 
what open-face Al will say to the 
world and his wife next Wednesday 
evening. 


._The popular reaction.to the Hoover 
acceptance speech has not been impres- 
sive. The party claquers im presses 
and political positions have “as in 
duty bound” pronounced it a gem of 
purest ray serene, while democratic 
leaders and newspapers have, “as in 
duty bound” also, declared it ~eom- 
monplace, conventionally republican 
and uninspiring. But whether it got 
home to the voters and made converts 
among them, more or less, cannet be 
known until. the ballots are thrown 
and counted in the chill night of No- 
vember 6, 

The one thing, perhaps, more than 
anything else that has attracted the 
most widespread discussion about the 
Hoover address is his declaration fa- 
voring a search and investigation as 
to the working of the 18th amendment 
and the Volstead law, as the best 
way to remedy such defects as may 
exist, 

Having pronounced prohibition an 
“experiment” he specifically avoids 
saying whether or not he is in favor of 
it being continued. But he very 
clearly leaves the inference that if a 
search and investigation by experts, 
to be named later, should show that 
the prohibition law is not working 
satisfactorily he is ready to take the 
position, already taken by Governor 
Smith, that the law should be modi- 
fied to an enforceable basis. 

_ This has put some of the prohibi- 
tion extremists to talking and they 
are wondering after all if there is any 
real difference between the attitude of 


Governor Smith and Mr. Hoover on 
the prohibition question. ° ; 

Much of the calmness following the 
Hoover deliverance is because the mass 
of the people are waiting to hear 
what Governor Smith has to offer. 
The Hoover steel did not strike flint 
and show fire at any swing... Smith 
must do better. He has been touted 
as a statesman so positive, courageous 
and militant that the mass of uncel- 
lared citizens are keyed to a high 
pitch of expectancy. They will listen 
to hear him say novel, daring and 
combative things such as no other can- 
didate would venture to speak. 

Smith’s job is unquestionably a hard 
one. In order to loom magnetically 
above his rival he must exhibit ex- 
traordinary wisdom, vision and the 
commanding voice of successful lead- 
ership. It is perfectly true to say 
that no candidate of the democratic 
party within a century has been called 
upon to answer so much faith, hope 
and curiosity as this candidate “up 
from the sidewalks of New York.” 
It will be a great misfortune to him 
and the party should he disappoint 
those large expectations when he 
speaks next Wednesday evening. 

The people generally are not eager 
to hear him analyze and expound the 
Houston platform, Very few of them 
remember that the convention made a 
platform. It made Smith and now 
they want Smith to tell them how he 
proposes to get them high prices for 
farm products and low prices for food 
and clothing, and what he proposes to 
do in modifying the prohibition law 
to an enforceable basis. 


Anything else will not count much 
and only tend to confuse their de- 
cision about voting for him. 

It is an unusual and delicate con- 
dition for a party and its candidate to 
be in, but we have created it and 
cannot escape facing all that it in- 
volves.

WORLD SOLO FLIGHT 
TO START SEPT. 1. 

Washington, August 16.—(United 
News.)—George H. Storck, world 
war aviator, will start a lone-handed 
flight around the world from London, 
Eng., on September 1, he advised 
coast guard headquarters by cable to- 


ay. 

Storck, whose home is in Jackson- 
ville, Fla., Jeft here a month ago 
after arranging for the navy and 
coast guard to establish gasoline and 
oil bases for him in the Aleutian is- 
lands. 

His cable to the coast guard said: 

“Kindly advise if gasoline and oil 
arrived safely at Attu and Dutch 
harbor. Am. starting flight Septem- 
ber 1,” 

Gasoline En Route. 

The coast guard advised Storek 
that the necessary gasoline had been 
taken to Unalaska, Alaska, on the 
navy destroyer Vega and had been 
distributed according to his directions 
by the coast guard cutter Unulga at 
Attu island and Dutch harbor. One 
hundred gallons of gasoline and five 
gallons of oil have been cached at 
both bases. 

Storck has been planning his 
around-the-world flight for more than 
a year. He came here this summer 
without publicity or fanfare, secured 
a commerce department pilot's li- 
cense and convinced inspectors that 
be knew how to handle an airplane 
after one test flight. 

In his license application Storck 
gave his age as 57 and his address as 
708 Myrtle avenue, South Jacksou- 
ville, Fla. 

Not Seeking Records. 

He told Captain Chiswell, acting 
commandant of the coast guard, he 
would not attempt to shatter any rec- 
ords as the flight was being made 
purely as a sporting proposition and 
to gratify an ambition to be the first 
to circumnavigate the globe lone- 
handed by air. 8 ; 

Storck explained to officials his 
route would take him from Croyden 
Airfield, London, in a series of short 
flichts to India. From India he said 
he would proceed across Asia to 
Japan, 

‘rom Tokio, Storck plans to fly to 

Kamchatka peninsula of Siberia, 
Attu island, on the tip of the 
Aleutians, to Unalaska, June and 
down the Pacific coast to Seattle, 
Washington. ; 

After reaching Seattle his route 
will carry him across continent to 
New York and then back to England 
by the way of Greenland and Iceland. 

Single-Seated Plane. 

He will use a -single-seated Avro- 
Avron seaplane with a 60-horsepow- 
ered motor, similar to the machine 
used by Bert Hinkler on his England- 
PAustralian flight. 

The route mapped out by the am, 
bitious flyer will carry him 35,000 
miles and will take more than three 
months to complete. The American 
army flyers are the only ones who 
have completed a round-the-world 
flight and no one has been able to 
make it lone-handed. : 

Although there is a $25,000 prize 
for a Tokio to Seattle flight, Storck 
gaid he was not competing for it, but 
merely trying to realize a dream of 
world war days.

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ONE FAMILY HAS HARD LUCK. 


A man residing in a city of the near | |

vation : _ 

If my memory is correct, in one of 
your recent articles you expounded the 
theory that caricer is not heritable. If 
you have a few moments to read this 
letter the facts set forth may interest 


you. 

My grandmother died in 1882 with 
cancer of the b . Her second 
ughter died in 1868 with cancer of 
e intestine. Her oldest daughter, 
my mother, died of cancer of the liver 
in 1906. Her third daughter was cur- 


ed ofa cancer on the back of her hand} 


by Dr-————of this city by radium 
treatments. Her fourth daughter is 
now in hospital where she has 
hada ‘cancer of the breast removed. 
Her third son died in 1925. with can- 
cer of the bladder. Her grandson, — 
—, died in 1926 with intestinal cancer 
exactly the same as his mother had 
in 1898. .Last.month another grand 
child, Mrs. , died in Washington 
with cancer of the breast. Another 
grandchild, Mrs. , is at present 
in a hospital in suffering with 
a cancer. . 

If cancer is not heritable, then this 
family history is certainly a curious 
coincidencé. You may well imagine 
that I am very deeply interested and 
would be pleased to receive any ad- 
vice you see fit to offer. By the fore- 
going you see that F have lost my 
grandmother, my mother, one aunt, 
one uncle and two cousins through 
cancer, besides having at this writing 


an aunt and a cousin in bospitals 
with cancer, and the aunt cured of 
cancer on the hand by radium. If this 


family history is of any use in com- 
bating this disease you may use it as 
you wish. 

This is indeed an extraordinary fam- 
ily history. am unable to say wheth- 
er it is the most extraordinary one on 
record, but unquestionably few fami- 
lies suffer so much from cancer. 

We don’t know anything about the 
inheritance of cancer. We don’t know 
the nature or causé of cancer, and we 
can only base a surmise upon the char- 
acteristics of the disease or diseases 
we call cancer. That surmise, the 
concensus of medical opinion, is that 
cancer is not inherited. In the over- 
whelming majority of cases, cancer ap- 
pears to be a casual happening, though 
the malady is universal and a case oc- 
curs now and then in every family. 

Were it available, the family history 


ing. Were her forbears afflicted with 
cancer? | 

The remarkable frequency of cancer 
in this family may indicate some un- 
known factor or. cause to which the 
family has been peculiarly exposed. 
Three of the cancer victims have re- 
sided far from the home comniunity. 
at least lately, but that would not ex- 
clude the unknown local factor, for it 
maybe that cancer develops only after 
the lapse of an interval, 

If all of these victims of cancer had 
suffered from diabetes or tuberculosis 
or lead poisoning instead of cancer, the 
family history might not seem so im- 
pressive as a manifestation of.bad in- 
heritance. We should rather deduce 
that the family traits of living, cus- 
toms, habits probably had something 
to do with it. We are not warranted 
in taking a different line of reasoning, 
on the basis of our present knowledge 
of cancer, 

Dr. Maud Slye has shown that cer- 
tain families of mice inherit cancer, 
and certain families inherit a degree 
of immunity against cancer, that is, 
mouse cancer. Her work is of great 
value, but we have no good reason to 
believe that the condition called mouse 
cancer is the same thing as cancer in 


man. Without scientific proof of the 
identity or even a striking similarity 
of mouse cancer and cancer in man, 
Dr. Slye’s studies cannot be accepted 
as applying to human cancer, and se 
far as I know, no medical authority 
on the subject has accepted Slye’s 
work as applying to man. 

Of course we may he wrong about 
it—it is only our theory. Cancer may 
be heritable, though surely it must 
be only feebly heritable, for otherwise, 
the disease would annihilate the race 
in time. Maybe it is fortunate for 
the race that cancer does not develop, 
as a rule, until the victim has had 
sufficient years of adult respite’ to 
raise a family.

Fair 
started shooting again, the first bullet 
hitting the patrolman in the abdo- 
men and the second in the right leg. 


Holds to Prisoner. 


In the meantime, however, McDan- 
iel had taken a firm hold on his pris- 
oner, and despite his injuries held on 
to him. Then, with the aid of A. M. 
Dodd, police court bailiff, ahd two 
firemen, he carried the prisoner to the 
police station. McDaniel was taken 
to Grady hospital. His condition is 
critical. 

Fair told police that he had heard 
Griffin was gunning for him and that 
although he was not in the habit of | 
camying a pistol ‘he armed himself 
when he reached Atlanta for self-pro- 
tection.

OSES LIFE PLEA 


Undaunted Thursday by the prob- 
ability of going to her death in the 
electric chair, Eula Thompson, 24, 
of Etowah, Tenn., whose exécution, 
should it go through, would make her 
- the fourth woman to be executed in 
Georgia, calmly, heard that the su- 
preme court had refused her plea for 
a new trial. 

“They have already executed two 
innocent men for this crime,” Mrs. 
Thompson told reporters Thursday 
morning at Fulton Tower, where she 
is held for safe-keeping from Murray 
county, “and I guess my time is next.” 

“No, I am not afraid to die that 
way. People say women are weak. 
But I won't be, and as long as I live 
I'll never change my story: about the 
killing of Coleman Osborne.” 

Self-possessed and apparently none 
the worse for the long strain she has 
undergone, Mrs. Thompson exhibited 
no surprise when told of the verdict 
of the Georgia high tribunal. 

“It was about what I expected,” 
the prisoner said. “They wouldn't 
listen when I said my husband and 
Jim Moss were ‘framed’, but I guess 


they will believe what I said about 
my part in it.” 

Clifford ‘Thompson, the woman's 
husband, and his negro retainer, Moss, 
were executed at Milledgeville August 
8 under a conviction in Murray coun- 
ty which also applies to Mrs. Thomp- 
son 


While a supreme court majority 
held that there was no error in the 
trial and that the evidence was suf- 
ficient to warrant the guilty verdict, 
a’ dissent to this latter opinion was 
offered by Chief Justice R. B. Rus- 
sell and Justice Price Gilbert. 

A sensational development of the 
case came on the night prior to the 
execution of the two men, when Mrs. 
Thompson volunteered a confession to 
the effect that a prominent citizen of 
Chatsworth had conspired with her 
to plant a gun in Thompsons per- 
sonal effects. 

The statement was executed before 
a notary public and the following 
morning Governor L. G. Hardman or- 
dered a two-hour stay of execution 
while Mrs. Thompson's attorney, A. 

. Johnson, made a plea in behalf of 
the doomed men. 

After communicating with Murray 
county officials, who reported that 
Mrs. Thompson’s statement was false 
in every phase, Governor Hardman 
declined longer to hold up the exe- 


cution. 
Tried Jointly. 


Thompson and Moss were tried 
jointly shortly after the murder of 
Osborne, which occurred August 5, 
1927, when the latter was called from 
his store on the outskirts of Chats- 
worth by a party of motorists, osten- 
sibly to purchase gasoline. Mrs. 
Thompson was tried later, and like- 
wise convicted. 

There were no eye-witnesses to the 
slaying, although the wife of the store- 
keeper identified Thompson's voice as 
belonging to the man who summoned 
her husband from his bed prior to the 
murder. 

Imprints left by automobile tires 
at the scene, later found to resemble 
the tread of the Thompson automo- 
bile, and a pistol] in Thompson’s pos- 
session which had a defective plunger 
making an impression similar to that 
of cartridges found at Chatsworth 
were introduced by the state. 


Many Teatified. 

Numerous other witnesses testified 
that the three, who had previously 
lived in Murray county and were well 
known in the vicinity of the crime, 
had been seen near Chatsworth on 
several occasions just before the 
killing. 

For several weeks past Mrs. Thomp- 
son has been at Fulton tower while 


her appeal was pending in the higher | 


court, 

All three Were arrested a year ago 
at their home in Etowah, a few days 
after Osborne was killed. At the trial 
evidence was introduced to show that 
Osborne was supposed to have a large 
sum of money in his possession, and 
that robbery had prompted the crime.

He said the need for a thorough au- 
dit was emphasized when W. M. Hop- 
rey Chicago attorney, stated he held 

stock certificate D-11,018 for 1,968 
shares and asked if it was valid. Re- 
feourse of the company’s stock book 
poe the original certificate was 
passed in its place, marked “not used,” 
|and eancelled by perforation. 

| “That is only one example,” Baker 
said. “We have found 400 blank cer- 
tificates missing and so far have ac- 
counted for only five.” 

Three additional warrants issued 


‘late today against Toombs by Circuit 
Attorney Howard Sidnener. Each 


charge that Toombs caused W. F. 
yrantges, a vice president, and W. G. 
Darst, secretary, to sign false and 
fraudulent certificates for 3,000 shares 
of stock, with intent to issue them. 
Warrant for Assistant. 


Meanwhile assistant attorney gener- 
als of Missouri were preparing a war- 
rant against Dr. E. F. Morgensteirn, 
of Chicago, a vice president and close 
adviser of Toombs, charging him with 
grand larceny in connection with re- 
moval and disposal of $500,000 in 
bonds last October 1. 

He was ‘Toombs’ closest adviser 
when he bought control of the com- 
pany in June, 1927, and last week 
he sheltered Toombs for several days 
in his hotel apartment when the har- 
rassed broker was attempting to evade 
reporters, 


Famed Character Reader. 


He is of Rumanian birth and has 
related that he came to America as 
a penniless refugee five years after 
25 years as court physician to the 
late czar of Russia and two years in 
a soviet prison. 

Dr. Morgenstiern achieved -consid- 
erable local reputation as a psycholo- 
gist and eharacter reader. In Chi- 
cago he had been engaged profession- 
ally as a character analyist and voca- 
tional adviser. In St. Louis he ex- 
pressed great pleasure in studying the 
abilities and qualifications of the com- 
pany’s 350 employees. 


TOOMBS FIGHTS 
EXTRADITION MOVE. 

Chicago, August 16.—(4)—Financial 
troubles of Roy C. Toombs, Chicago 
and St. Louis banker, broker and in- 
surance man, were increasing today 
‘while steps toward seeking his extra- 
dition to St. Louis under grand lar- 
ceny charges were delayed by errors 
in requisition papers. 

At the same time a warrant for E. 
F. Morgenstiern, vice president of the 
insurance company headed by Toombs, 
was under preparation in St. Louis, 
accusing Morgenstiern of larceny ‘sim- 
ilar to the charges against Toombs in 
connection with securities missing from 
the insurance company, the Interna- 
tional Life.. 


Theft Is Charged. 


The warrant for Toombs alleged he 
converted to his own use $104,000 of 
insurance company bonds. | is under 
this warrant his extradition to St. 
Louis is sought. 

A judgment for $108,665 was en- 
‘tered against Toombs here today on 
behalf of W. E, Dodson, who was as- 
sociated with Toombs in the purchase 
of the insurance company. He held a 
promissory note for $100,000 in 
Toombs’ name. 
| In another court, a petition for the 

appointment of a receiver for the jn- 
surance company was filed and an in- 
Fjunction was issyied restraining the 
company from carrying on any addi- 
tional business in Illinois and from re- 
moving any assets from the state. 


Another Receiver Asked. 


His brokerage firm, Toombs & Daily, 
already has been placed in the hands 
of a receiver after charges that Toombs 
had manipulated its assets until the 
company was insolvent, were made in 
a petition for receiver, 

His troubles began several days ago 
when insurance examiners reported 
his company was in unsatisfactory 
condition. He was arrested but re 
leased under a writ of habeas corpus 
when no charges were placed against 
him. The warrant for grand larceny 
was issued following his release. 

Toombs maintained his troubles were 
caused by persons attempting to force 
him out of his companies. He will 
oppose extradition.

Just as 
she stepped through the doors of her 
dressing room she collapsed, but was 
quickly revived and rushed to her 
home. There physicians said her con- 
dition was not serious. She said she 
“was feeling fine.” Her lower limbs 
were more tired than her arms and 
were badly waterlogged. 

When the 36-year-old swimmer 
started on her endurance swim at 6 
o clock last Tuesday morning she set 
as her goal the mark of 60 hours. To- 
day, however, after paddling two hours 
and 28 minutes and 30 seconds be- 
yond Mrs. Huddleston’s record, she 
gave up. 

Loses Nine Pounds. 


Mrs. Fourrier “carried on” to vic- 
tory without the aid of stimulants 
other than coffee, considered a sur- 
prising feat for an endurance swim 
of such length. Flouting hardships 
and sleeplessness, she had to call upon 
drawn muscles to withstand the gruel- 
ling punishment forced upon one who 
swims hour after hour over the mo- 
notonous route of one end of the 
plunge to the other. She took food 
regularly—at about two-hour inter- 
vals. Chicken broth, white meat of 
chicken and lump sugar were given 
her today besides coffee, 
| Mrs. Fourrier lost nine pounds dur- 
ing the swim. She entered the water 
weighing 163 potinds, and when she 
gave up weighed 154.

“grand old man” of the gridiron, as

Stagg, of the University of Chicago, 
celebrated his 66th birthday today by 
preparing for his 36th.year of coach- 
ing with as much enthusiasm for the 
game as the day when he first donned 
the moleskins for Yale, 44 years ago. 

Tour years before the western con- 
ference was formed, in 1896, Stagg 
was down on the midway moulding 
the first University of Chicago foot- 
ball team. Today at 66 he sees more 
possibilities in the game than ever 
before. A day seldom passes but what 
the oldest of America’s football 
coaches may not. be found laboring 
over some new combination, some new 
play to spring on the opposition, for 
Stagg’s teams do not play by a set 
system. Their style is based on what 
the midway veteran terms “controlling 
factors.” 

Interested primarily in the develop- 

ment of youth, Stagg enjoys winning 
a game. But win or lose he is always 
the same. On the bench he is the 
same quiet individual that greets his 
friends in his home. Seldom does he 
bawl out a player and never before 
his teammates. There is always a 
word of praise waiting for the player 
who does well or “better luck next 
time” to the one that does not fare 
so well. 
“If I permitted myself to get worked 
up over a game,” said the ‘grand old 
man’, “I would not be in the good 
physican condition I am today.” 

Hale and hearty at 66 this gray- 
haired veteran of the football field 
would much prefer matching tennis 
strokes with his son Paul, Illinois in- 
terscholastic champion, than taking 
a vacation. And the father-son com- 
bination is no mean pair to beat, the 
team going throuch to the finals in 
the University of Chicago summer 
tournament. Stagg played as usual 
with his son today. 

At times Stagg takes a notion he 

would like to run and strikes out down 
the middle of the street, running the 
ten blocks from his home to the uni- 
versity. 
Pe have got to keep myself in shape 
in order to match the physical and 
mental ability of my players twice 
daily on the football field,” he said 
the other day at the conclusion of a 
half-mile jog to his office.

» ert Strickland, Jr., vice president of 
| the Fourth National, featured the 
dinner program. 

Brilliant Gathering. 

The gathering was one of the most 
brilliant in the history of the city, 
leading representatives of the “fourth 
estate” and prominent members of the 
banking profession attending with 
their ladies. Music for dancing. was 
furnished by a stringed orchestra, the 
floor in the center of the dining hall 
having been cleared for dances be- 
tween courses and after the speaking 
program. The tables were tastefully 

decorated with large bowls of gladioli 
and other flowers. 

Revealing to the gathering that he 
Was a printer’s devil at the age of 
12, in the days when all type was set 
by hand, Mr, Ottley made an interest- 
ing talk on the press. He declared 

_that Georgia has a great deal to be 
thankful for, and that one of the 
greatest of these is the splendid news- 
papers of the state. He has found 
that Georgia papers are highly pro- 
gressive and will work heartily for 
the best interests of the state, Mr. 
Ottley said. 

Atlanta owes a debt of gratitude to 
its newspapers, for they work as one 
on questions involving the good of the 
public, Mr. Ottley said. He remark- 
ed that he was proud of the fact 
that he placed the first advertisement 
for a bank in any newspaper in At- 
lanta, and said that the _ results 
pleased so well that his bank has 
continued the policy of advertising. 


Mrs. Ottley Speaks. 


Mrs. Ottley expressed gratitude to 
the nhewspapermen for the splendid 
publicity given the Tallulah Falls In- 
dustrial school, “The Light of the 
Mountains,” and invited the editors to 
visit the school while at Tallulah. The 
school, which is maintained by the 
Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
now has 13 buildings, where it had 
only two four years ago, she said. 
Mrs, Ottley is president of the board 
of trustees of the school. 

Miss Woodward congratulated Mr. 
Ottley on being the president of a big 
financial institution and for once hav- 
ing been a printer’s devil.

Praise for Editors. 

Declaring that the press has con- 
tributed some of the finest charac- 
ters and strongest minds to the world 
in the last five centuries, Mr. Strick- 
land spoke of the fine traditions of 
journalism, and urged the editors to 
devote all their efforts to the oppor- 
tunities ahead of Georgia. 

Mr. Strickland asked for support 
liberally and without stint for the 
common ‘school system, the colleges of 
agriculture, of engineering, of the pro- 
fessions and the universities, stating 
that a “tremendous responsibility 
rests upon this body for educational 
progress and attainment of the high- 
est school and college standards for 
our state.”

Mr. Strickland said that bankers, 
if true to their trust, today are the 
partners of their fellowmen in every 
undertaking. The bankers of Georgia 
desire to serve their communities, he 


said. 
Work of Bankers. 

The Georgia Bankers association 
for years has made available a schol- 
arship fund in the state college of ag- 
riculture by means of which nearly 
175 boys and girls have been pro- 
vided with an education, he said. 

The American Institute of Bank- 
ing, with more than 200 organized 
study classes, has for nearly 30 years 
sponsored the education of young men 
and women in banking in order that 
they might better discharge their 
duties and advance in their profes- 
sion. The American Bankers asso- 
ciation celebrated its fiftieth anni- 
versary by raising a fund of $500,000 
to provide scholarships in colleges 
throughout the Iand for young men 
desiring to enter the banking pro- 
fession, and three of these will be in 
colleges in Georgia, he said.

Washington, August 16.—(United 
News.)—Rear Admiral Edward W. 


Eberle, U. S. navy, will be retired 
Friday at the age of 64, after nearly 
a half century of distinguished service. 

During his 47 years with the navy 
Admiral Eberle has held virtually 
every high position in the service, in- 
cluding chief of naval operations, com- 
mander-in-chief of the battle fleet and 
superintendent of the naval academy. 

Since his retirement last November 
as chief of operations, he served as 
chairman of the executive committee 
of the navy general board. 

Admiral Eberle entered the naval 
academy from Texas in 1881 and grad- 
uated in 1885. He served in the Span- 
ish-American and world wars. 

During the Spanish-American war 
Admiral Eberle was on the battleship 
Oregon during its famous dash around 
the horn.

Senator Riv- 
ers was cheered as he opened his 
speech. He praised the idea of hold- 
ing an “open forum” and said they 
had a wholesome effect on political 
affairs. He said the passing of joint 
debates in the open between candi- 
dates themselves had developed a 
“middle man” in politics. He said 
this meant. professional political card 
writers who were conducting cam- 
paigns while their principals kept in 
hiding. He denounced this system as 
“nernicious.” He said there is a lot 
of difference between what the candi- 
dates actually say and what the pro- 
fessional ecard writers claim the can- 
didate says. 
Reads Clippings. 

Senator Rivers referred to an ar- 
ticle in the Augusta Chronicle telling 
of the postponement of a meeting in 
Augusta scheduled for Governor L. G. 
Hardman. He then read a statement 
appearing in Atlanta newspapers he 
said was written by the “paid writers 
in which it was stated that the Hard- 
man meeting was held in Augusta and 
that “1,800 people were present. 

“There’s incontrovertible proof that 
these professional writers are writing 
Hardman’s statements.” The speaker 
said also when Governor Hardman 
spoke recently at Covington, Ga., he 
did not discuss politics because it was 
a non-political meeting. “Yet the gov- 
ernor’s paid writers sent to newspa- 
pers and the newspapers printed a 
scathing political speech which the 
governor never uttered. 

“In my campaign I am in favor of 
14 state departments instead of 80 
now established and have made this 
fight all over:Georgia, but Governor 
Hardman dares not support any such 
a move.” 

Hits Tax System. 


He said other progressive states run 
their state government with as few 
as eight state departments. He de- 
clared that the present tax system 18 
obsolete. “When Henry Ford found 
out his wonderful automobile was out 
of date he scrapped it and made a 
new automobile. Our tax system 18 
obsolete and should be revised,’ he 
said. 

Senator Rivers declared the time 
has come for the people to elect a 
governor who will pay attention to the 
development of “the vast natural re- 
sources of the state.” 

‘“'The man to develop the valuable 
resources is one with a constructive 
program,” he said. “A business ad- 
ministration only means an efficient 
bookkeeping department. The next 
governor should go far beyond a mere 
business administration. He should 
work to bring new industries to this 
state. What we need is developments 
here at home so that boys and girls 
growing up in this state will not have 
to go to other states to carve out their 
careers.” 


Senator Rivers declared the reduc- 
tion in the number of departments 
which are overlapping should not be 
done piecemeal. 

“What we need is to cut them down 
at once, we need a general overhaul- 
ing of our state government from top 
to bottom.”’ 

Senator Rivers reviewed his legis- 
lative record and cited the progressive 
measures he had advocated in that 
body. He told of his work as a coun- 
try school teacher and said his wife 
is now teaching in country schools. 


“I say with pride that I was one | 


of the senators who fought for the 
common schools and was one who 
worked for the establishment of the 
equalization school fund.’ Senator 
Rivers said Governor Hardman un- 
derestimated the revenue of the state 
and tried to limit the country schools 
to one-half million dollars. 


“T favor without qualification a 
nine-months school every year.” He 
cited other work he did in the legisla- 
ture and said this record refuted any 
and all charges made by “Hardman’s 
paid political writers” that he is an 
obstructionist. 


Views on Roads. 


Senator Rivers said he believes the 
state should pay for construction of 
roads, not the counties. He said 
counties today are maintaining 93 per 
cent of the roads. He said the state 
highway department owes the counties 
of Georgia more than $20,000,000. He 
said it will take more work and less 


| cussing if the state is to get a road 


system. He declared he was not at- 
tacking the highway department be- 
cause that department has made won- 
derful progress considering the ob- 
stacles it has faced. 


Senator Rivers said he was ready 
to cooperate with all departments in 
getting a good highway system. “I 
am pledging myself to a specific pro- 
gram for the building of a highway 
sy‘eem,” he said. Senator rinsed 
said he favors a change in the present 
system of distributing automobile li- 
cense tags. “The only. way to -pro- 
vide the best service is to let the coun- 


ty officials handle them,” he said. 
“A man should be able to go down 
to his courthouse and get his tag.” 


Pension Laws. . 


Senator Rivers said he was for re- 
medial legislation in the matter of tak- 
ing care of the old Confederate sol- 
diers. “I favor monthly payment of 
pensions, an increase. in pensions so 
that old soldiers of Georgia will get 
as much as old soldiers in other 
states,” he said, 


Banking laws of Georgia also need 
revision, the speaker said. 
the right of depositors should come 
first when a bank fails. He favored 
more frequent audits of banks. 

Senator Rivers reviewed briefly his 
position on tax reform: “The only way 
to get tax reform in this state is for 
the governor to cooperate with the 
legislature. -He should call in the mem- 
bers of the ways and means committee 
and work out a program,” he said. 

“I am against turning the highway 
department over to engineers and also 
opposed to putting this department in 
the vest pocket of the governor.” 


Made No Promises. 


Senator Rivers declared he had not 
promised to appoint any person as a 
member of the highway board but said 
he was not going to appoint any engi- 
neers on it. 

“But I say right now I'll appoint 
one of my friends,” he declared, “I’ll 
never appoint any of my enemies to 
any office. I’ll be responsible for my 
friends and if we fail we ought all of 
us to be kicked out,” he said. 

_ Senator Rivers promised to “take 
the hinges off the door of the govern- 
or’s private office” and make it pos- 
sible for any citizen of Georgia to in- 
terview the governor if he is elected. 


The speaker ridiculed Governor 
Hardman’s statement that he recently 
decided on the execution of a prisoner 
because he looked at the prisoner’s 
picture in the newspaper and “from 
Phrenology of the case” he believed 
the man was guilty. The senator 
closed his speech with the statement 
that the people of Georgia are opposed 
to the governor because he is a “dis- 
appointment.” And predicted that the 
governor would be defeated “by an 
avalanche” of votes September 12. 
“We've got the forked stick in his 
hide and we are going to beat him,” 
he concluded. - 


Talmadge Speaks. 


Eugene Talmadge, candidate for re- 
election as commissioner of agricul- 
ture, defended his record in office. 
He pointed out five recommendations 
be made to the governor and general 
assembly last summer. One of these 
provided for a reduction -in oil in- 
spectors from over two hundred to 
ten. The second recommendation was 
that the commissioner of agriculture 
be placed under bond. The third pro- 
vided that the term of the commis- 
sioner begin January I] after the elec- 
tion in the fall instead of the follow- 
ing June. The fourth provided for 
a change in the fertilizer laws so as 
to arrive at the true commercial value 
of fertilizer. He said this passed the 
house but failed to pass in the senate. 
The fifth provided that the legisla- 
ture abolish appointment of officials 
by a commissioner after his defeat by 
the people and fix a law whereby the 
commissioner cannot commission any 
employee beyond his term of office. 
This recommendation he said was de- 
feated. He said he is issuing no com- 
missions beyond his term of office 
and will not do so. 


Reduced Cost. 


Commissioner Talmadge reiterated 
his assertion that the department of 


agriculture has cost $51,000 less in 
maintenance for the first six months 
of 1928 then for than for the corres- 
ponding period the preceding year. He 
declared that it is his personal ambi- 
tion to operate the department of ag- 
riculture for a quarter of a million 
dollars less than it cost to operate it 
before his administration. 

He charged that G. C. Adams, while 
a member of the legislature, worked 
against the school book bill introduced 
by Representative Scott T. Bealin, of 
Ware county. He charged that Repre- 
sentative Adams, whose name appeared 
first on the list of members at the 
house, would not vote when his name 
was called but later would go in and 
ask that his vote be recorded as vot- 
ing “whichever way the measure 
went” Commissioner Talmadge said 
interests outside of Georgia and some 
in Georgia are trying to obtain con- 
trol of the department of agriculture. 

He said when you did not agree 
with these interests they said “You 
were fussing.” He said he intended to 
“fuss the balance of his term” for 
the people’s interest. 

ake Farm Attractive. 

Commissioner Talmadge said the 
time has come to make the farm at- 
tractive and to draw to the farms the 
bright young men and women. He 
complimented the idea of holding an 
“open forum” and said all candidates 
should come out in the open. 

He referred to his removal of fer- 
tilizer inspectors commissioned by his 
predecessor after his predeeessor had 
been defeated. He said he is being 
sued by these inspectors but said he 
is not going to pay them. He a 
stated he worked for the establishment

He also declared Adams worked 
against passage of the fertilizer «bill 
and said if Adams will go with him to 
Jackson, Ga., he will be able to prove 
this to be true.

“T state it as a cold fact,” said Mr. 
Talmadge, “that at this time, for the 
first time since I have any recollec- 
tion of the department of culture, 
every person employed by the depart- 
ment is engaged for the performance 
of a specified departmental duty and 
that there is not a man or woman in 
or connected with the department in 
any capacity whatever for political 
performance. or to control or manipu- 
late any political influence. In this 
respect I inyite the close inspection of 
any and every citizen in Georgia, and 
I do so mindful of the fact that, in 
bringing about this condition of work- 
ing affairs I have sorely displeased a 
number of people who entertained the 
idea that the old order of things would 
continue and that there would be pure- 
ly ‘political job’ to be filled in the 
department. At times that matter has 
brought personal regret to me in some 
respects, but I have had to be mindful 
of my public duty and require of all 
others the same respect for that duty. 
At no time have I felt or believed 
that it was within the scope of my au- 
thority to permit either personal 
friendship or political desire to shape 
my course in the expenditure of the 
state funds in employing people in the 
state’s department of service. 

“Then, let us look to the matter of 
my opponent’s fertilizer activities. 
His name is the first on the house of 
representatives roll call. The fertilizer 
reform bill, after being fought hard, 
was gotten through the devious chan- 
nels of committees and got to the 
calendar for a vote twice in the last 
session. The first time there were too 
few members present and the bill failed 
to get the required majority. The 
failure meant it was lost, but it was 
‘reconsidered’ the next day and put 
back for a second vote. 

Vote of Opponent. 


“Mr. Adams, the first name on the 
roll, had a habit of passing his name 
on call, and going into one of the ante- 
rooms or lobbies, until he could see 
which way the vote was going. When 
the first vote was taken on the ferti- 
lizer bill Mr. Adams voted against it. 
He polled his vote to kill any real 
regulation of the fertilizer trust. In 
the afternoon following that session 
there was something of an uproar and 
the next morning a motion was made 
to reconsider the action of the house 
in failing to pass the bill. It was re- 
considered, put back on the calendar 
and came on for a vote again. During 
the afternoon Mr. Adams felt the sul- 
pa in the air. When the vote was 

eing taken the second time on that 
bill Mr. Adams did not answer to his 
name on the roll éall, but stood on the 
outside until he saw enough votes had 
been given the bill to pass it, after 
which he came back into the hall and 
asked to be recorded as voting for the 
bill. ‘Unele’ had run true to form. 
He couldn’t be wrong on it, for he 
had voted both ways, and at the time 
the final yotes were recorded he voted 
with the larger number at the moment. 

“My opponent, of course, will not

“And there is more than that. I 
find, from the best of authority, that 
‘Uncle’ not only worked and lobbied 
against the school-book bill, despite 
his long representation of his abiding 
love for the poor children of the state 
and his career as a pedagogue, but 
that he actually embarrassed the au- 
thors and advocates of that bill—the 
bill which was introduced by Represen- 
tative Scott T. Beaton, of Ware coun- 
ty. That activity went to the extent 
that the author of the bill has said 
that Mr. Adams, who tried to leave the 
impression in different places that he 
was both ways on the bill, was really 
its chief enemy and obstacle. It may 
bring some interesting correspondence 
if the people of the state care to take 
the matter up with Mr. Beaton, or 
with Representative J. B. Daniel, of 
LaGrange, one of the hard workers for 
that bill. Then a step further in this 
insight. It is a matter in the recol- 
lection of every member of the assem- 
bly that, when this bill failed to get 
on the calendar Mr. Adams, my op- 
ponent, presented each member of the 
assembly with a free copy of the fam- 
ous “blue back speller,” a gift to him 
from the American Book company. In 
most of these gifts Mr. Adams indited 
a little poem of appreciation to the 
member whose name he inscribed in 
the book. 

“It has often occurred to me since 
then, to wonder if Mr. Adams ever 
wrote a poem to the little school chil- 
dren in the state who are too poor to 
pay the prices exacted of them for 
school books, or whether he gave as 
many ‘blue back spellers’ to them as he 
did to the grown folk in the legisla- 
ture who were out of school? I won- 
der, too, if those ‘straws in the wind’ 
indicate anything to that great body 
of organized labor who have so long 
and so earnestly been striving to get 
enacted just such a beneficial school 
book bill as Mr. Adams blocked last 
session—the man who has posed all 
over Georgia as a great educator, a 
great friend to the ‘common schools’

Duggan’s Speech. 

Dr. Duggan, after reviewing his

Therefore, 
my administration was immediately 
confronted with what was generally 
thought to be the most important and, 
at the same time, the most delicate 
and difficult problem that. had ever 
been experienced by the state depart- 
ment of education, to-wit: the proper 
and equitable distribution of the new 
million-dollar equalization fund in 
harmony with the expressed purpose 
for which is was appropriated, and, 
according to the directions given in 
the the equalization act of 1926, in 
such manner as would be of construc- 
tive benefit to the public school sys- 
tem, and in such manner as would 
give reasonable satisfaction to the 
school officials, as well as the citizens 
of the several counties of the state. 

“Realizing the difficulties with 
which this problem was burdened I 
earnestly desired to fairly carry out 
the expressed purpose of the same te 
the best interest of the children of 
Georgia, therefore sought benefit from 
experience of other southern 
states, suggestions from friends of edu- 
eation in our own state, and -by a

Afternoon Session. 


Lawton B. Evans, Richmond county 
superintendent of schools, presided at 
the afternoon session.

We are eating in the winter | 
time, peaches canned under California | 
labors. This industry needs fostering. | 
The dairy industry in Georgia is in| 
dire need of fostering. There is some- 
thing radically wrong when powdered 
milk and cheese products can be ship- 
ped into our state from Wisconsin 
and be sold cheaper than our own 
dairy products. We also should be 
able to raise enough cattle, hogs, 
chickens and eggs in our own state to 
make it unnecessary to ship such 
products from the western states.” 

Mr. Adams said the department of 
agriculture, torn by friction, could not 
possibly function as it should for the 
benefit of farmers of Georgia. 

The speaker reviewed the growth of 
the boys’ and girls’ corn clubs through- 
out the country since he established 
the first corn club in the United 
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States. Mr. Adams pledged himself 
never to permit the importation of 
farmers from Asia and cther foreign , 
countries to compete with the farmers 
of .the state. 

“The farms of the country today 
afford a great opportunity for the 
thousands of men who are being 
thrown out of work by the invention 
of new machinery,” he said. 

The farming profession today should 
be the most honored profession in the 
country. 

“I’d like to see the farmer and the 
laboring man walk side by side in hon- 
or with the physician, the doctor and 
other professional men,” Mr. Adams 
concluded.

Goes Over Records. 

For several weeks the nominee has 
been going over legislative records, 
some of them nearly 25 years old, to 
check up in detail on his votes on 
social legislative proposals. There 
had been some indications that he 
might not reply, but today he defi- 
nitely disclosed an intention to do so. 

In announcing this plan of action, 
the governor at a conference with 
newspapermen mentioned the repub- 
lican national committee as having 
made public White’s cablegram. It 
was designed to correct what the 
editor regarded as an erroneous im- 
pression that he had retracted charges 
relating to Smith’s stand on gambling 
and commercialized vice.

BELIEVE SANDINO 


‘FINALLY CORNERED. 


, Puerto Cabezas, Nicaragua, August 
16.—(/)—American marines are be- 
lieved to have hemmed in the forces 
of the rebel general, Augustino San- 
dino, along the Coco river, near the 
Honduran boundary. 


Airplanes are flying over the region 
searching out the rebel positions and 
occasionally bombing them while ma- 
rines in boats and afoot make their 
way through the jungle hunting the 
insurgents. 

Lieutenant Merritt A. Edson, of 
Vermont, has led a marine detachment 
in two victorious attacks on the rebels 
near Espanolita on the Coco river. 
The marines killed four insurgents, 
wounded one and captured five. There 
were no marine casualties. 

The rebels were members of the 
group which, on August 7, killed one 
marine and wounded three in a com- 
bat 60 miles from Bocay. They are 
believed to comprise the main body 
of the Sandino forces.

Rio Janeiro, August 16.—(4)—Ma- 
jor Carlo P. Del Prete, Italian airman 
who recently made a brilliant flight 
between Italy and Brazil, died at 6 
o'clock this morning from injuries 


which he suffered in a plane crash on 
August 7. Major Del Prete yester- 
day underwent an operation for ampu- 
tation of his right leg. 

The death of Major Del'Prete caus- 
ed grief throughout the city. Sev- 
eral houses hoisted flags draped with 
crepe and great throngs passed in pro- 
cession in front of the hospital. Cap- 
tain Arturo Ferrarin, who was Major 
Del Prete’s companion, the Italian 
ambassador, several doctors and prom- 
inent members of the Italian colony 
were present at the flier’s bedside when 
death came. 

Body Wrapped in Flag. 

The body has been placed in the 
hospital's chapel, wrapped in_ the 
Italian flag. Fascists formed a guard 
of honor. The body, after being em- 
balmed, will be sent to Italy Satur- 


ay. 

Major Del Prete with Captain Ar- 
turo Ferrarin hopped off from Monte- 
eelio field, Rome, on the evening of 
July 3 and landed at Touros, 50 miles 
north of Natal, Brazil, early on the 
morning of July 6. They were cred- 
ited with making a non-stop flight 
of 4,377 miles, breaking the distance 
flight record of 3,909 miles set by 
Clarence Chamberlin and Charles A. 
Levine in their. flight from New York 
to Germany. 

They were said to have been in the 
air 59 hours, bettering their own dura- 
tion flight record of 58 hours and 34 
minutes set earlier in the year. 

Major Del Prete was co-pilet and 
assistant navigator of Commander De 
Pinedo’s plane in which he flew to 
South and North America. He nar- 
rowly escaped injury in a forced land- 
ing of a United States navy plane 
folowing the fire which destroyed De 
Pinedo’s plane at Roosevelt Dam, 
Ariz. He was being carried as a pas-

Break in call money rates is | 
followed by sensational stock 
advances. Many rumors per- 
vade Wall street. Free offer 
ing of funds by private bankers 
check stringency. 


New York, August 16.—With call 
money on the stock ex- 
change floor at 6 per cent against 7 
yesterday and 7 1-2 early in the 
week and dropping shortly after 11 
o'clock to 5 1-2 per cent to 5 in the 
noon hour and to 4 1-2 in the fourth 
hour, this was a great day for those 
in and out of Wall street who have 
been claiming that the recent high | 
money rates were artificial. .The 
Sweeping advance in the stock ‘mar- 
ket, starting yesterday on the down- 
ward trend in call money rates was 
resumed today, but at a slower pace. 
The sensational advances in the stock 
market of the last two days, coming 
on top of the recent recovery, nattir- 
ae met with some profit taking to- 

y. . 

There was an advance of no less 
‘than 4.48 points yesterday in the 
average price of 25 industrial stocks 
to 260.19. This compares with 
273.35, the high for all time made 
May 14, and 241.29, the low made in 
the June decline. ‘The average price 
of 25 rails advanced yesterday only 
half of a point to 118.80. The May 
high for the rails was 129.19 and the 
June low 114.21. Today’s advances 
for active leading industrial shares 
were from 1 to 3 points against yes- 
terday’s gains of from 1 to 10 points. 

Floods of Rumors. 

Early this week when call money 
‘was renewing at 7 1-2 and higher 
rates were expected Wall street was 
flooded with rumors that the member 
banks had“admitted defeat in their 
money market fight with the federal 
reserve. This viewpoint was com- 
pletely reversed in today’s Wall street 
gossip, which had the federal reserve 
in full retreat, turning face about by 
buying government securities in the 
open market and by also making 
heavy purchases in the open market 
of bankers acceptances. 

In usually well-informed Wall street 
banking circles the weekly statement 
of the federal reserve to be published 
Friday is expected to show some sea- 
son increase in holdings of bills bought 
in the open market; however, it is not 
believed that the federal reserve has 
made any significant purchases in the 
open market of government securities 
or that there has been any change in 
the policy of the federal reserve to 
conserve the credit of the country by 
bringing about a reduction in brokers’ 
loans and in the borrowings of tbe 
member banks from the federal re- 
serve. There was no change today in 
time money rates or commercial paper. 

In usually well-informed Wall street 
banking circles the declines of the past 
two days in call money rates from the 
recent 10 per cent high to today’s 
4 1-2. the lowest level believed since 
May 3, when the big bull stock mar- 
ket was going strong, is believed to 
be temporary and due to a combina- 
tion of circumstances. These circum- 
stances inclnde the movement of funds 
from the interior to take advantage 
of the recent high rates, the seasonal

In its enthusiasm today over’ the 
change in the money situation specu- 
lative Wall street predicted a reduc- 
tion in the rediscount rate either to- 
day or a week from today. A week 
ago an advance was predicted. 

No Index Change. 


For the first time in many months 
there is practically no change in the 
average price of 113 stocks represent- 
ing 13 different industries in tle 
monthly price index published by the 
New York Trust company, the change 
for July being a decrease of only .0S 
of a point. Compared with the figure 
on December 31, there was still an 
increase on July 31 of 3.20 points. 
The changes for July in individual 
groups range from decreases of from 
.05 of a point in motor and accessories 
to a decrease of 17.80 points in New 
York bank and trust company shares 
and from a gain of .48 of a point in 
copper shares to a gain of 3.72 in 
tobacco stocks. Compared with the 
December 31 level New York bank 
and trust company shares at the close 
of July were up 50.10 points, public 
utilities 11.45 points, motors 8.69, 
shipping 5.45. Coppers 4.53, leather 
and shoe 4.43, oils 2.70. For the 
seven months the largest decline is 
13.85 points in rubber shares with a 
decline of some 12.03 points, railway 
equipments are down 11.10 points, 
steel and iron 3.75, sugar 3.45, rails 
1,50 points. 

One of the most interesting fea- 
tures of this monthly price index is 
the contrast between the existing price 
level of the various 113 groups. At 
the close of July the average price 
for the 113 stocks was 146.71, down 
98 of a point for the month and still 
up 3.20 points compared with the clos-

Washington, August 16.— Still 
deadlocked over the allocation issue, 
members of the federal radio commis- 
sion nevertheless are confident that 
they will agree upon a plan for re- 
vising and improving the broadcasting 
structure by September 1. If they 
are not ready then to order the nec- 
essary changes, they fully expect to 
their reassignments effective 
October 1. 

The revisions necessarily will de- 
mand wave length shifts by nearly 
every station in the United States, al- 
though the commission is generally 
agreed upon the principle of making 
as few changes as possible among the 
leading stations. To the average ra- 
dio listener, the present deliberations 
of the commission simply mean that 
dialing habits must again be changed 
when broadcasting is newly systema- 
tized under the amekded radio law. 

The present tangle is largely cen- 
tered about the fourth zone, which 
includes the states of Illinois, Indi- 
ana, Wisconsin, Minnesota, North 
Dakota, Iowa, Nebraska, Kansas and 
Missouri. With more than 200 sta- 
tions in those states, largely clus- 
tered in and around Chicago, their 
wave length needs exceed those of 
practically every other zone. ae 

The difference of opinion within 
the commission resolves itself into a 
proper construction of the Davis 
equalization amendment. Commis- 
sioner Pickard, representing’ the 
fourth wone,.-has drawn up an Aallo- 


cation plan which would give more 


full time operating assignments to the 
5.000-watt stations in his zone than 
to any of the other four zones. 

More wave lengths are accordingly 
needed, unless the larger stations 
shall be required to divide time to 
such extent that their commercial 
value will be greatly impaired. The 
fact that 25 stations in his zone re- 
cently defaulted their licenses and 
that some of the 59 cases of ques- 
tionable stations recently tried at pub- 
lic hearings may be decided adversely 
and thus reduce the number of sta- 
tions in his zone, does not mitigate 
Commissioner Pickard’s problem ap- 
preciably. eS 

He proposes an equalization based 
om area covered and on aggregate pow- 
er, but not on an equal division of 
wave lengths. Both Commissioner 
Caldwell, representing the first zone 
of New England and middle Atlantic 
states, and Commissioner LaFount, 
representing the far western zone, Op- 
pose the Pickard plan. Admitting 
that it will bring about good radio re- 
ception, they nevertheless regard it as 
a makeshift that will not set up a 
definite pattern for the future ad- 
ministration of broadcasting. 

Mr. Caldwell and Mr. LaFount, 
who are electrical and civil engineers 
respectively, want a definite plan 
which will give all zones exactly the 
same facilities except for occasional 
“borrowing” among them as permit- 
ted by the law. Each has submitted 
several plans of his own, ‘The com- 
niission chairman, Judge Robinson, 1s 
snid to be prepared to present still 
another plan which an _ engineering 
adviser has worked out for him. 

Mr. Caldwell wants the present 50,- 
000-watt stations retained and more 
added. These necessarily require ex- 
clusive wave channels. 

Mr. laFount urges unlimited pow- 
er on 25 or 30 cleared channels, mak- 
ing five or six available to each zone. 
If a limit must be set, it shouJd be 
at the unprecedent power of 250, 
kilowatts in order to provide for ad- 
ranees in broadcasting technique, he 
eays. 

Commissioner Robinson, however, is 
strongly opposed to power above 
*00 watts for any station. Al- 
though his engineering colleagues and 
Dr. Dellinger explain that this power 
would require the same cleared chan- 
nels as the superpower stations need 
for the interference-free broadcasting, 
Chairman Robinson advocates greater 
localization of broadcast ranges.

Chicago, Angust 16.—(2)}—The 
1923 annual yearbook issved today by 
the western railways’ committee on 
public relations says that “99 per 
eent of total increase in annual rail- 
way earnings from 1916 to 1927 .was 
consumed at increased operating ex- 
penses and taxes.” 

“The total railway earnings last 
year were $2,539,000,000 greater than 
in 1916, but. operating expenses and 
renials were $2,293,000,000 greater, 
and taxes $219,000,000 greater, with 
the result that the net operating in- 
come earned was only $27,000,000 
greater than in 1916. 

“The increase in operating expenses 
was 96 per cent, the increase in 
taxes was 139 per cent and the in- 
crease in net operating income only 3 
per cent, although during these years 
the total investment in railroads in- 
creased 41 per cent. 

“The average rate of return earned 
on each dollar’ invested in railway 
property fell from 5.9 per cent in 
1916 to 4.3 per cent last year,” the 
review says.

Sugar. 


New York, August 16.—Raw sugar was 
slightly reactionary today with offerings 
more aggressive. After sales at unchanged 
prices of 4.27 for spots, duty paid, sugars 
were available at concessions of 1-82 of a 
cent or on the basis of 4.24. Sales reported 
late yesterday and early today were fully 
400,000 bags of Cuban and duty-free sugars 
from store and for August shipments at 
4.27. These purchases evidently supplied 
the more immediate needs of refiners and 
additional offerings at the same level and 
in some instances at concessions of 1-32 
of a cent, found no furthef buying interest. 

After opening at advances of 8 points 
to declines of 2 points, raw futures broke 
under heavy general selling, promoted by 
increased offerings in the spot market and 
reports of more favorable weather abroad, 
final prices showed net declines of 4 to 8 
points. Selling appeared to be more pro- 
nounced in the new crop deliveries and was 
credited to houses with Cuban and European 
connections, believed to be in the form of 
hedging against new crop supplies. The Lon- 
don market was also easier, and cables 
received here said rain was falling In some 
of the drought areas in Europe.
